Fiiysical  feauures  and  general  character  of  the  area 

The  District  comppisss  the  three  parishes  of  Ashley, 
hucklestone  a.nd  T^Orlay.  The  parishes  of  .lichlostone  and 
Tyrley  incluae  some  very  fertile,  higiay  culriyauc;d  Ijmd, 
rut  as  these  parishes  rise  towards  that  of  Tyrley  the  land 
oecomes  poorer  in  ciuaiity.  At  Asiaey  \'egin  the  moorlcJ.us  of 
3t  afford  shir.:; , the  Southern  extremity  of  the  Pennine  Range. 
Ashley  H^ath  is  upwards  of  7oO  feet  ahousB  sea  level,  and  is 
the  highest  oultivated  taole  land  in  TVie  trenu  of 

the  drainage;  of  the  district  is  for  the  most -part  westward 
to  the  Riv-er  Tern,  exoapt  the  eastern  portion  of  Ashley 
parish,  which  is  drained  ty  tri out arias  to  the  River  3ow. 

The  Springs  forming  the  source  of  the  harK..:;t  Drayton  Water 
0Gmpon3*'s  supply,  are  situatad  in  the  Darnt  Wood  ana  the  main 
are  laid  through 'the  fields  upon  which  the  'battle  of  Dioro 
Heath  was  fought  in  1459.  An  area  of  245  acres  of  the  13urnt 
Wood  has  'seen  acquired  'oy  the  Cheshire  Joiint  Sanatorium 
Committee  on  hehelf  of  the  following  authorities:-  XiesUire 
County  Council,  and  tha  OountyiBo rough  Councils  of  Dirhenhead 
Chester.  Stochport,  Wallasey  and  Stohe-mpon-Trent , and  the 
Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium  was  huilt  and  opened  for  patients 
in  Getoher  1922-  Ac comraodation  is  provideu  for  240  patients 
and  3 staff  of  70.

No  Hidwives  are  employed  directly  oy  the  Councid,  The  numner 
of  Hidwives  practising  in  the  area  is  five  or  six.
